Twenty -three bo dies hav e 
been reco v ered, and mo re than sev ­ 
e nty are missing . 
Sev eral perso ns 
hav e been rescued aliv e and the wo rk 
is being pushed with fev erish haste in 
the ho pe o f sav ing many mo re. 
Two 
relief trains left Ev erett fo r Welling ­ 
to n, 100 miles away , but hav e enco un­ 
tered many o bstacles. 
One train ca r­ 
ried phy sicians and nurses, while the

Dr. Scofield says in his notes on 
these chapters that the King, having in 
chapters v-vii declared the principles 
of the kingdom, makes proof in chap­ 
ters viii and is of ids power to banish 
from the earth the consequences of 
sin and to control the elements of na­ 
ture. 
Ile also says that the word 
“Lord” in verse 2 is used 663 times in 
the New Testament as the divine title 
of Jesus the Christ and is equivalent 
to the title “Adonai” in the Old Testa­ 
ment (Matt, iii, 3; iv, 7, IO; xxii. 43. 45». 
In future when quoting from these 
notes from his new edition of the Bi­ 
ble I will give his initials, C. I. S. 
In speaking of the kingdom the Spirit 
says through the prophet, “The inhab­ 
itant shall not say I am sick; the peo­ 
ple that dwell therein shall be forgiven 
their iniquity:” “They shall obtain joy 
and gladness, and sorrow and sigh­ 
ing shall flee away” (Isa. xxxiii. 24: 
xxxv, 10». The kingdom of heaven, ac­ 
cording to Dan. ii. 44. being at hand 
in the person and presence of the king. 
as declared by John the Baptist, Jesus 
Himself and the apostles (chapters iii. 
2; iv, 17; x. 7). the King declares His 
power by a manifestation of several 
features of the kingdom. 
As we con­ 
template the righteousness of the king­ 
dom as set forth in chapters v to vt! 
and then th^actual condition of things 
as they are about us in the world it is 
certainly a coming down to a much 
lower level, but it is to lift people up 
by the power of the King and His 
kingdom, and the multitudes are ready 
to hear of such a kingdom. 
Every 
form of physical suffering is suggestive 
of some disease of tile soul, but noth­ 
ing is quite so strikingly suggestive of 
sin as leprosy, which is so fully describ­ 
ed in Lev. xiii and xiv. 
Sin is at the 
root of all our troubles. 
Can this man 
who in His teaching claims to lie God 
do anything with leprosy? This leper 
believes that He can. but is not certain 
that He will. 
How the reply of Jesus 
must have filled him with an inde­ 
scribable joy, “I will; be thou clean!' 
But these words came with flu* touch 
of Jesus, and with the touch and the 
words came the cleansing and tin* 
health immediately, and the outcast 
could return to his home and friends 
as a well man. 
That he may not 
think that his healer is in any sense 
contrary to tin* law of Moses lie is 
told to show himself to the priest and 
offer the gift commanded. 
Well may 
we sing, “ Unto Him that lo vet h us 
and linth washed us from our sins in 
His own blood." 
His fame is spreading (are we helping 
to make Him known?), and now it is a 


centurion from Capernaum who has a 
servant sick of the palsy, grievously 
tormented. 
Luke, who was a physi­ 
cian, says t h a b i le man was ready to 
die, so that he must have been very 
sick. 
He also tells us that this serv­ 
ant was dear unto him aud also that 
first of all the elders of the Jews came 
to Jesus on his behalf, saying that the 
centurion was worthy, that he loved 
the Jews and had built them a syna­ 
gogue (Luke vii, 1-5). 
Jesus knew the 
centurion, as He knows all men and 
needs no testimony from any one con­ 
cerning anybody (John ii, 24, 25), and 
He knew him to be a man with nu 
thought of his own worthiness (verse 8 
and Luke vii, 6. 7). 
He said, “I will 
come and heal him,” and Ile went 
with them. 
As He neared the house 
the centurion sent friends to say that 
he did not consider himself worthy to 
have Jesus enter under his roof; but, 
inasmuch as he knew what it meant 
to obey aud be obeyed, if Jesus would 
only say the word he was sure that 
his servant would be healed. 
Jesus 
marveled at the man and said to those 
who followed. “Verily I say unto you. 
I have not found so great faith; no, 
not in Israel” J verse IO), 
the centurion was. “As thou hast be­ 
lieved. so be it done unto thee,” and 
those who had been sent, returning to 
the house, found the servant whole. 
Such faith on the part of a gentile led 
the Lord Jesus to speak of the king­ 
dom into which many gentiles from 
all the world will enter, while many 
who think they are entitled to the 
kingdom will be shut out by their un­ 
belief. 
The next Instance of His power is in 
the

of Simon 
Peter, 
whose 
wife’s mother is sick of a fever, but 
just the touch of His hand dispels the 
fever, and she is seen ministering uuto 
them. Sin paralyzes our bodies or con­ 
sumes them with burning, destroying 
desire, but Ile who takes away the re­ 
sult of sin by being made sin for us 
can also deliver from every manifesta­ 
tion of sin to the intent that we may 
minister unto Him. 
At even Ile cast 
out evil spirits from many with His 
word and healed all that were sick and 
thus fulfilled a word in Isaiah, “ Him­ 
self took our infirmities and bare our 
sicknesses” (16. 17). 
It is often asked, Is the health of the 
body included in the atonement? 
We 
reply that tho same great sacrifice 
which takes away our sins makes us 
sure ut a perfect body just like His 
risen body, which shall never again be 
weak or sick or old or die. but that 
will be in the kingdom.

Philadelphia. March 2.—The Rapid 
Transit company has served notice on 
the citizens of Philadelphia that they 
would do well to mind their own bus­ 
iness. 
Every offer made by clergy­ 
men, civic bodies and individuals sug­ 
gesting means of arbitrating the dif­ 
ferences between the company and the 
His word fo r! men has been turned down. The P. R. 
T. has announced that it will not deal 
with its former employes under any 
circumstances 
whatever, 
no 
m atter 
what the consequences may be. If the 
company persists in that attitude a 
general strike is certain, and informa­ 
tion today is that an hour after the 
big strike goes into effect troop trains 
will start for Philadelphia with regi­ 
ments of the national guard. There is 
less hope for peace today than for a 
week past, even when the worst of the 
rioting was going on. 
The impact of 
public opinion resulted in a meeting 
of the directors of the transit com­ 
pany, after which the statement was 
given out that “the company has not 
changed and will not change in any 
manner its attitude in respect to arbi­ 
tration, already outlined in its reply 
to the ministers’ association.” 
The defiance of the P. R. T. was an­ 
nounced after ten business men, rep* 
resenting the big downtown stores 
had called on the directors. 
It is 
known that the P. R. T. does not be­ 
lieve that the union labor men affiliat­ 
ed with the Central Labor Union will 
dare to break existing agreements 
with employers, and that the company 
is depending on this one factor to 
maintain its stand against arbitration. 
A mass mooting of business men is 
planned for tonight, at which speeches 
will be made by the business men. 
The meeting will be participated in by 
the ministers of the city.

House Declines to Take Up Ex­ 


pensive Program. 


Washington, March 3.—Representa­ 
tive Tawney of Minnesota and Uncle 
Joe Cannon of Illinois, house leaders 
under normal conditions, joined the 
privates in The ranks and follow'ed the 
lead of Representative -Macon, the Ar­ 
kansas Democrat, who with the assist­ 
ance of his Republican allies, defeated 
the bill proposing to authorize the sec­ 
retary of state to purchase or erect 
embassy, legation or consular build­ 
ings abroad. It wras a field day for Mr. 
Macon and other Democrats, for it 
was the first time in many days that 
they had tasted the fruits of victory. 
The measure was brought up in the 
house by Representative Lowden of 
Illinois, who reported it to the com­ 
mittee on foreign affairs. 
It was sup­ 
ported by Representatives Longworth, 
Denby of Michigan and Shirley of Ken­ 
tucky, w’hile Representative Mann, the 
official “objector,” interposed no oppo­ 
sition. 
Uncle Joe and Mr. Tawney 
fought the bill on grounds of economy. 
Mr, Lowden’s speech presenting the 
measure was followed with close at­ 
tention. 
He declared that it was high 
time diplomacy was recognized as a 
profession by the people of the United 
States. 
He said that American dip­ 
lomatists abroad not only should be 
better paid, but appropriate homes 
should be provided for them. 
Similar speeches ware made by oth­ 
er members, among them Representa­ 
tive Longworth. 
On .rising vote in 
committer* of the whole it was observ-J 
ed that Uncle Joe sided with the op­ 
ponents of the bill. A motion made by; 
Mr. Macon in committee of the w'hole 
to strike out the enacting clause was 
carried. 
It is generally conceded that 
the house is in no temper at this time 
to enter upon new' policies involving 
the expenditure of public money.

Philadelphia, March 3.— If they have 
to fight the whole city of Philadelphia 
and throw 
their company Into the 
hands of a receiver in doing it, the 
directors of the Rapid Transit com­ 
pany have determined to smash the 
carm en’s union. 
All pretense of con­ 
ciliation has been thrown aside. 
On 
the other hand, the 124 unions that 
have pledged themselves to strike in 
sympathy with (he carmen next Sat­ 
urday are massing their forces for a 
battle which will make or break labor 
unionism in this city. Union men that 
have been on most friendly terms with 
their employers have notified them 
that, although they were sorry, they 
would quit work when the strike gong 
sounds. 
This is the situation after days of 
effort on the part of influential m er­ 
chants and citizens’ associations to 
bring about* peace. 
Their failure is 
due to the remarkable implacability 
of one man, George A. Earle. 
Several 
times, when the majority of the direc­ 
tors swung tow'ard arbitration, Mr. 
Earle stiffened their backbones. 
At 
present the directors are unanimous. 
Mr. Earle’s influence has been no- 
where more manifest than upon the 
mayor. 
The mayor vacillated in the 
winds of public opinion like a shuttle­ 
cock until Mr. Earle took him in hand. 
Since that day when Mr. Earle stood 
out single-handed against peace and 
overawed a w'hole board of directors. 
Mayor Revbum has been, of all the 
lot, the most virulently opposed to a r­ 
bitration. There has been a good deal 
of curiosity as to why Earle set him­ 
self so stubbornly against all proposi­ 
tions to bring the company and the 
men together. 
A story that he might 
be appointed receiver for the P. R. T. 
if aggrieved stockholders went before 
a court and persuaded the court that 
the property was being injured by the 
attitude of the company, was denied. 
Mr. E arle’s own explanation of his at­ 
titude is set forth briefly. He does not 
believe that the results of arbitration 
could possibly be permanent.

lieves that the company would have 
to make the same fight all over again 
with men who have no respect for 
agreements,

The hope of intervention seems so 
I remote that employers of labor are 
; preparing to make the best of things 
i when trouble comes to town on Satur­ 
day. Many plants expect to shut down 
j absolutely, others expect they will be 
j able to run on half time. 
Of course 
there are countless factories that are 
not at the mercy of unions, but even 
these expect desertions. 
The walking 
i delegates of the unions have been 
busy proselyting all week. 
The union, 
officials insist that their missionary 
work has been successful and that 
they have put thousands of former 
non-union men on their lists. 
Just how many men will quit work 
on Saturday is all guesswork. 
J. J. 
M. Murphy, president of the Central. 
Labor Union, boasts that he can crack 
the whip over 1.70,000 workmen. 
Few 
but Murphy believe that so many will 
strike. 
A conservative estimate puts 
the number at 75,000.

Uprising. 


Washington, March I.—According to 
reports received here by missionary 
societies, Chinese officials and mission­ 
aries are preparing against the ap­ 
pearance of Hailey’s comet to the ig­ 
norant and supei'stitious millions in 
the celestial empire. 
Reports from 
the Christian Literature society of 
China show that organization Is dis­ 
tributing thousands of posters con­ 
taining descriptions and pictures of 
the comet. 
A member of the society 
writes that when he informed Chinese 
officials in interior provinces of the 
approach of the comet, they manifest­ 
ed the keenest interest, mingled with 
apprehension for the possible effect it 
might have on the masses.

The state filed a motion 
asking for another judge, alleging that 
Judge Buskirk is prejudiced against 
the state, but he refused to abdicate 
and ordered the trial to begin. 
The proceedings were instituted tw’o J 
j'ears ago, when Governor Hanly sent 
agents of ’he state to French *I,ick to 
investigate the alleged gambling rooms! 
in Mr. Taggart’s big hotel.

men, who were not known as being in 
the employ of the state, remained two 
weeks, took the names of more than | 
a score of witnesses, and made careful 
notes of the stakes said to have been 
won and lost.

Dolliver particularly showed his 
disposition to make the situation un­ 
pleasant both for President Taft and 
the organization leaders in the senate.
